In response to the Office Action mailed on March 12, 2003, Applicant respectfully 
requests that the Examiner please clarify the following issue. 

Our response filed on 2/17/03 was deemed not fully responsive because it did not 
include a clean copy of the claims. 

However, Applicant believes that the new procedure promulgated by the PTO for 
amendments, specifically states that no clean copy is required forclaim amendments. The 
new procedure requires markings for currently amended claims, and clean text for other 
claims. In addition, a complete listing of the claims is required, with each claim having a 
status identifier, whether the claim is currently amended or not.
